Most Damaging Frosts Known 


•Waieham Courier:— The fioste of 


the past two weeks have caused havoo 
on the cranberry bogs of the Cape 
Ooa section, just how muoh wjll never 
lie determined, and all eBtimates of 
the damage done are mere guess work. 
No one doubts, however, that the 
damage is the greatest which has bean 
oauaed by frost? in years. 
» 


Never before in the history of the 


business has the June frosty period 
been so long continued. 
Five frosts 


in seven nights is a record. 


Tbe value o( pumping plants has 


been demonstrated as never before. 


Those growers who had sufficient 


water will probably suffer least, al- 
though it is feared that the oontmued 
flowing will have a bad effect upon 
the 
buds and prevent 
them from 


maturing, even where not actually 
damaged by frost. 


Tha frost center seemed to be in the 


sections uovered by the towns of 
Wareham. 
Oarver, Rochester and 


Plymouth, and probably less severe 
on tbe lower Gape and around Hanson 
and Maretifleld, 


The growers put np a game fight, 


pumping night after night and going 
without sleep for many hours. 
In 


many oases water supplies were almost 
exhausted, 


One of the larger companies, with 


extensive bogs in Oarver, is reported 
to have been damaged to suoh an ex- 
tent that it has cancelled all orders 
for barrels in excess of 8,000 barrels, 
although a normal crop consists of 
15,000 to 20,000. 
Some growers es- 


timate their loss at one half, others 
at one quarter and some claim to be 
almost entirely wiped out. 


Two weeks ago the prospect was 


that there would be a bumper crop ot 
cranberries and it was feared that 
there would be more oranberriei grown 
than oould be profitably disposed of. 
Now tbe situation la changed and 
it is believed that the crop will not 
exceed that of last year. 


Reports from New Jersey show that 


frosts have done some damage there, 
also. 
One correspondent writes us 


that the damage has been estimated 
at from 20 to 25 per cent. 


FORCE OF LIGHTNING. 


An Ordinary Stroke Is About Equal to 


Fifty Thousand Horsepower. 


Frequently surprise Is expressed at 


the effect of a stroke of lightning 
which splinters a large tree or wrecks 
a tall chimney, but If the enormous 
power developed by an ordinary strofce 
of lightning is taken into considera- 
tion the wonder will be that the effect 
Is so small. 


Scientists estimate that an "ordi- 


nary" stroke of lightning is of 50,000 
horsepower. That is force sufficient to 
drive the largest battleship eier built 
at top speed The lightning stroke, 
however, travels at a speed of 186,000 
milea per second. We think we see a 
flash of lightning, but as a matter of 
fact what we see Is only the memory 
of a flash. The electrical current has 
been absorbed by the earth long before 
we are conscious of haling seen the 
flash 
A person struck by a direct 


flash would never see It. 


The average electromotive force of a 
•bolt' of lightning is about 3,500,000 
volts, and the current is 14,000,000 am- 
peres. In such a "bolt" thciD is energy 
equal to 2,450,000 volts, or 3,284,182 
horsepower. Some day a wizaid will 
arise who will capture and bind a 
"bolt" of lightning and with it turn all 
the wheels of a great city. 


The time required for the discharge 


of a "bolt" of lightning is about one 
twenty-thousandth of a second.—Chi- 
cago Tribune.
